from Tuition Fees and other payments made by students. 

4. The portion of the average income of the 19 Fellows who wore members of the 

Tutorial body, derived from Tutors’ fees, in this year, was 493 l. 19 s. 8 d. 
This sum is included in the answer to No. 3.

a little more than one-fourth was derived from the College estates, and the 
remainder from Tuition Fees and other payments made by students. 

4. The portion of the average income of the 19 Fellows who were members of the 

Tutorial body, derived from Tutors’ fees in this year, was 478 l os. 7 d. This 
sum is included in the answer to No. 3,
